1) For vigorous and effective 
council leadership more publicity 
should be given lo its work. This 
authority is limited by the fact that 
mos| students arc ignorant of its 
functions. 

2) McGill students should be 
able to express their opinions as 
a body. Since the introduction of 
the 500 quorum, it has been im- 
possible to hold a meeting of the 
Students Society. Therefore I en- 
dorse the proposed reduction in the 
quorum before the student numbers 
arc reduced. 

.3)An attempt should be made to 
run some council controlled func- 
tions more economically and 
some at a profit before increasing 
Student Society fees. 

4) McGill Band operates only in 
conjunction with athletic events 
and a greater proportion of its cost 
of three thousand dollars should be 
born by the S.A.C

Honors Studies 
For Premeds 
Says Hatcher 

Pre-Mcdical Students were ad- 
vised to lake Honours courses in 
cither Bacteriology, Physiology, or 
Biochemistry, by Dr. W. Hatcher, 
Professor of Chemistry at McGill. 
in an address before the Prc-Mcd 
Society in the Biology Building 
Lecture Theatre yesterday. His 
topic was, "What to do if you 
don't get into Medicine." 

This is desirable because in case 
the student does not get into Medi- 
cine then he can enter a wide 
field of research, something which 
many graduates of Medicine do 
anyway. Dr. Hatcher said. 

The former assistant-dean of 
Arts and Science then went on to 
say that if a general course is 
taken, then it-should be one which 
docs not necessarily anticipate 
Medicine. "Study Ihe courses in 
which ..you are interested." and 
leave the medical prerequisites un- 
til- the final- year, he warned. 



Prof. Hcndel 
Opens Series 
On Religion 

If all men could find a universal 
good, then man would live in har- 
mony, said Dr. C. W. Hcndel, Pro- 
fessor cf Moral Philosophy at Yale 
University, in his first of a scries of 
three lectures on ' Religion and 
Civilization" in Moyse Hall last 
night. His topic for the evening 
was "Man Knows Himself." 

Tracing the development of man's 
beliefs with regard to death. Pro- 
fessor Hcndel said that nothing 
was done by man, especially in the 
burial of the dead, which did not 
Involve some sort of ritual. This 
can usually be termed "religion," 
according to Prof. Hcndel. 

PRIMITIVE SOUL 

The fundamental will lo live 
coupicd with the attempt lo over- 
come the shock which the thought 
of death caused led man to invent 
Ihc idea of a separable soul' and 
thereby lifc-hcreaftcr. the speaker 
went on. For primitive . man the 
justification of the existence of a 
soul was relatively simple for he 
could not explain the phenomenon 
of dreams to his own satisfaction 
without introducing this idea of a 
separable soul. 

Dr. Hcndel also related the 
thoughts and opinions which he 
found among Army men as head 
of the Department of Philosophy at 
Shrivenham American University 
in England. They felt very strong- 
ly on such issues as racial prejudice 
and government policies and were 
angered by the faults of present 
American society. 

The next lecture in this, series 
will be tonight with the final one 
scheduled for tomorrow night, both 
In Moyse Hall at 8.00 p.m.

Pelletier's 
Europe Talk

Yesterday at 8 p.m. in the cafe- 
teria of the McGill Union. Mr. Ger- 
ard Pelletier, president of the Que- 
bec Federation of Youlh Move- 
ments and Secretary of the World 
Student Relief Federation, ad- 
dressed some 80 members and 
friends of the French Society on 
the topic "European Youth.'* 

Mr. Pelletier admitted that in 
Europe "pessismism is not a leg- 
end." Some Europeans arc pes- 
simistic, he continued— primarily 
those whose pre-war world has 
crumbled. This case does not apply 
to the younger Europeans. 

The rising generation, oh the 
contrary, is experiencing a Re- 
naissance, according to Mr. Pelle- 
tier, who added that it shows 
"more interest and more zeal 
than ever before" in shaping out 
its future according lo the ideals 
young Europeans believe in. The 
former I.S-S. Secretary slated that 
these young men "have the will 
lo reconstruct, and realize the nec- 
essity for a new humanism." 
YOUTH REVOLUTIONARY 

From what he has observed and 
learned in his two-year tour of 
European universities, the young 
French-Canadian believes that Eu- 
ropean students will "resume their 
evolution and strive to conform 
reality to a prototype" which they 
will have created beforehand as 
best sidled lo contemporary needs. 
"European youth." Gerard Pelle- 
tier concluded, "may be termed as 
•revolutionary'", but it is much loo 
mature and wiscned to "liquidate 
the heritage which it has received." 

The speaker, introduced by the 
President of the French Society. 
Mr. Rene do Chantai, was thanked 
by Miss E. Rose Gordon. The pro- 
gramme was concluded with the 
serving of refreshments and a 
dance.

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A YOUTH MOVEMENT 



Young people in nil parts of the world, like 
tlieir elder counterparts appear to have found 
that in organization there lie many advantages; 
that in order to strengthen their beliefs nnd 
opinions they must seek the reassurance of 
others in some institutional framework which 
will have as its objective the dissemination and 
the safeguarding of these beliefs. 

And coincident with the spreading youth 
groups, there has been an even greater develop- 
ment. Youth organizations of an even more 
embracing quality have arisen — movements 
which nttcmpt to integrate and correlate the 
work and the objectives of the individual groups. 
Without of course, interfering with their implicit 

religious, political and social freedom. 

* O * 

Such an organization, it appears, is the 
newly-organized Quebec Federation of Youth 
Movements, which came into existence last week- 
end at the University of Montreal. The Federa- 
tion has the sponsorship of prominent govern- 
ment men and has received a government grant 
for its expenses. 

It holds among its aims those of promoting 
co-operation between youth movements in Que- 
bec with a view to increasing the understanding 
among these groups. It hopes too, to present to 
government authorities the views and recom- 
mendations which it obtains as a result of its 
research and study. 

The Youth movements which comprise the 
overall Federation arc of a diverse nature in 
both form and content: here arc rcligious( sport, 
educational groups; here too, is the Young 



Chamber of Commerce, a Lawyers group, and 
Trade Unions, as well as the Y.M.C.A. ond 
Les Amis de L'art.

But despite the varying interests which 
these groups serve, they arc determined through 
their new Federation, to limit themselves "to 
problems of a social, cultural and economic 
nature which will have been recognized by the 
general assembly or by the executive council 
as being of common interest for the members." 

In addition, they are pledged to steer clear 
of "problems and conclusions which could be 
construed as encroaching upon the religious or 
national liberty of any member organization." 

With these objectives, the Federation can 
accomplish much to improve the lot of the young 
people in this province and ultimately, in all 
of Canada. 

And it would be true to say that the object 
ives of the Federation as outlined above, can be 
of intense interest to McGill clubs nnd societies 
who are concerned with the problems of youth. 

McGill representatives who attended the 
initial conference of the Federation last week- 
end had glowing reports of the possibilities of 
the Federation. This type of organization, they 
felt is well suited for many of the individual 
campus clubs at McGill. 

Campus clubs might do well to consider the 
Quebec Federation as a worthwhile organization 
in which they may not merely put forward their 
own ideas, but in which they might help to im 
prove the lot of the student^who, nfter all, 
is a youth. — A.T. , ,

Handel's Messiah, which the 
Montreal Elgar Choir under the dir- 
ection of B. E. Chadwlck is per- 
forming at Notre Dame Church on 
Monday evening, December 15 as 
the first of the annual productions 
of the work scheduled by the 
Casavant Society, has created, It Is 
reckoned, more records than any 
other work in the musical reper- 
tory. 

The Messiah can claim the most 
performances of any musical work 
In the world. In thousands of cities, 
towns and even villages, in Can- 
ada, Great Britain and the United 
States it is sung annually cither at 
Christmas or Easter. Nor is it by 
any means restricted to those fes- 
tive seasons. 

It holds cither the record or the 
near record for speed of composi- 
tion. It took George Frederick 
Handel only 24 days to compose a 
score which takes three and a half 
hours to perform. That was for the 
first version which was sung In 
Dublin on April 13, 1742. 

But there came other versions 
later in which Handel refashioned 
wholly or In port several of the 
arias. And after Handel's death, 
the oratorio was at various times 
rcscorcd and rearranged by such 
men as Mozart and Mendelssohn. 

The Messiah, too, Is the only 
musical work to which there has 
come to be adjoined by seemingly 
unalterable custom a genuine cere- 
mony. This is the great Hallelujah 
Chorus which closes the second of 
the three parts.. At the London 
premiere of the Messiah In Covcnt 
Garden Theatre on March 23, 1743, 
the whole assembly with King 
George the Second at its head rose 
to its feet as this chorus opened 
and reamlned standing to the end. 
Thus a tradition was established 
which is still maintained In all 
English-speaking countries.

To these and the many other pro- 
blems which will present them- 
selves to the S.E.C. and the Arts 
and Science Undergraduate Society 
in the coming year, I shall" give my 
closest attention and greatest effort, 
If I am elected.

The following will indicate my 
stand on a number of matters of 
importance to McGill students: 

1. I support the proposed amend- 
ment to lower the quorum for Soc- 
iety meetings from five hundred to 
three hundred. If a quorum cannot 
be obtained to debate this amend- 
ment, I am in favour of holding a 
referendum on the question. 

2. I am in favour of, and would 
fight for, a university book and in- 
strument service, which would re- 
sult in a considerable saving' for 
students. 

3. 1 am in favour of the establish- 
ment of a McGill University Press, 
wnich would insure that necessary 
texts are available for students at 
reasonable prices. 

4. f favour the extension of the 
principle, established by the pre- 
sent Med. 3, of mimiographing com 
plclc sets of notes for certain 
courses and making them available 
lo students at low cost. This will 
be done by the faculties concern- 
ed 

These arc the things I stand for, 
and if elected I shall do everything 
in my power to bring them to the 
attention of the Students' Executive 
Council.
